Lalceport, Cal., Oct. 10. — John A. 
Spencer, f anner clergyman, was found 
guilty of murder in the first degree 
by a superior court jury in con- 
nection with the death of his wife, 
vliose body was recovered from Clear 
lake, near hare. July 27. The jury 
was cut nearly six hours. Recom- 
mendation that Spencer be sentenced 
to iife imprisonment was made. The 
defense's failure to call to the stand 
either Spencer or Mrs. R. D. Bari icr 
alleged accessory to the murder, came 
as a surprise. In his closing argu- 
ment District Attorney Hoyle of 
Sonoma county leveled a finger at 
St>encer, sitting pale and rigid, and 
declared the former clergyman “de- 
liberately drowned his wife so as to 
get her property and obtain freedom 
to wed another woman.”

Washington, Oct. 10. — Announcing 
that the American merchant marine 
was prepared to light for cargoes of 
Egyptian cotton on a fair competitive 
basis, the shipping board lias put into 
effect rates between the United States 
and Alexandria, ten shillings (normal 
value shout $2.50) below those offered 
liy the British shipping conference, 
which has hitherto controlled the busi- 
ness. 

Break With British. 

Posting of the reduced rates followed 
the breaking off of negotiations lie- 
tween representatives of the board 
anti of the British lines. In a formal 
statement explaining its action, the 
board declared the compromise offered 
by the British was unacceptable be- 
cause it awarded only 50 per cent of 
the “sailings" from Alexandria and 
made no reference to any proportion 
of “the cotton” and. further, because 
existing contracts between the British 
lines and an Alexandria shipping or- 
ganization gave the former undisputed 
advantages over their competitors. 

Comments on “Bids.” 

The statement also commented on 
the awarding of these contracts to the 
Britisli after “competitive" bidding in 
which tlie American offer was mate- 
rially lower. Now bids were sought 
without tlie hoard Being informed, it 
was declared, and when the British 
lines lowered their charges to tlie ship- 
ping hoard figure tlie contract was 
awarded to them. 

The troubled fortunes of the Amer- 
ican merchant marine were the sub- 
ject *of a long consultation between 
President Harding and his cubinet. 

The whole question of rehabilitating 
the merchant carrier industries was 
considered in all of its domestic and 
international aspects, hut there was no 
indication that the discussion reached 
a point of definite decision as to policy. 
Whether new legislation will be sought 
or new trade agreements with foreign 
■countries consummated remain uncer- 
tain. 

To Discuss Wccdcn Ships. 

An exhaustive report by Chairman 
Lasker of the shipping board covering 
particularly tlie important sections of 
the Jones shipping act is understood to 
have furnished much of the material 
for the cabinet's deliberations.

Mr. Bruce closes his communication 
with this statement : 

“Pari-mutuel betting on the rare 
tracks may be a safer form of betting 
than bookmaking — safer for the gam- 
bler — but I am not interested in pro- 
tecting tlie gambler.”
